A BILL 

To provide for the referral of certain bills, resolutions, and other 
matters to the Committee on Post Office and Civil Service of 
the House of Representatives and to provide for a limitation 
on and the coordination of positions which may be placed in 
GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18, and for other purposes. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled , 

3 That (a) this section is enacted by the Congress as an exer- 

4 cise of the rulemaking power of the House of Representa- 

5 tives, subject to and with full recognition of the power of the 

6 House of Representatives to enact or change any rule of the 

7 House at any time in its exercise of its constitutional right to 

8 determine the rules of its proceedings. 
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1 (b) (1) Upon the introduction in the House of Repre- 

2 sentatives of any bill, resolution, or other matter any part 

3 of which relates to any position in, or other matter relating

4 to, the Federal civil service which is within the jurisdiction 

5 of the Committee on Post Office and Civil Service of the 

6 House, the Speaker of the House shall provide for the referral 

7 of the part involved to the Committee on Post Office and Civil 

8 Service and for such concurrent or sequential referral as 

9 the Speaker considers appropriate.

(A) by striking out “ (c) ” and inserting in lieu

(2) by striking out “to establish and fix the pay 
of positions under this section and” and inserting in lieu 
thereof “to fix under section 5361 of this title the pay 
for positions established under this section”. 

(c) (1) The provisions of subsections (a), and '(b) shall

21 ual occupying such position on the day before the date of 

22 the enactment of this Act continues to occupy such position.
